Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-9, 23-26, 28-43 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record failed to teach or suggest A computer-implemented method, a data processing apparatus, 
a program product for managing access to computer resources, the method comprising: defining 
a respective financial valuation of each of a plurality of work items to be processed by one or 
more data processing systems, comparing the respective financial valuation of each respective 
said work item to a respective cost of accessing additional computer resources necessary to 
process the work item in a current time period, said additional computer resources being external 
to said one or more data processing systems, with respect to each said work item for which the 
respective financial valuation of the work item exceeds the respective cost of accessing 
additional computer resources necessary to process the work item in the current time period, 
dynamically accessing additional computer resources necessary to process the work item in the 
current time period, with respect to each said work item for which the respective financial 
valuation of the work item does not exceed the respective cost of accessing additional computer 
resources necessary to process the work item in the current time period, deferring processing of 
the work item to a subsequent time period; an as recited in claims 6, 23, 29, 33, 37 and 41.
